Cracksmen last night blew off 
the door of a safe in the Albany 
Candy Kitchen, and escapea with 
$200 in silver and currency. 
The robbery was not discovered 
until this mornifig 
when 
Angel 
Stomos, proprietor of the estab­ 
lishment, opened for business. The 
explosive used to blow the door 
of the safe from its hinges had 
not disturbed anyone. 
Stomos said that he closed up 
the kitchen about eleven 
o’clock 
last night. This morning he open­ 
ed the front door and, as was his 
habit, went to the Bafe to lay the 
outside door lock aside for the day. 
Me then discovered the safe door 
had been blown off and the safe it­ 
self looted of all its cashj 
The yeggs declined to take any­ 
thing else but Tfioney, and nearly 
$200 in checks were found on the 
cojinter, apparently placed 
there 
by the cracksmen as they 
made 
their departure. A 
Stomos then continued his invex* 
tigation, finding that a pane m a 
rear window had been broken and 
the back door unlocked from the 
inside. 
It is supposed the yeggs 
sent one of their number through 
the small opening in the window 
and that he then opened the door 
for the others to coma in. 
A quantity of clothing and sev­ 
eral aprons were moistened 
and 
placed about the safe to 
prevent 
noise of the explosion from be­ 
ing heard.

left behind by the cracksmen as 
the only clues on which

The force of the blast broke a 
piece of glass in a show case sev­ 
eral feet from the safe, but the 
noise must have *been completely 
muffled.

in Oakland, Calif., he 
became

dancing iristnictor. 
Drifting to Los

he 
met Emmett J. Flynn, film direc­ 
tor, who gave him his first part 
in pictures as a “heavy” at $50 a 
week. 
After appearing in several 
pictures he was selected by June 
Mathos, scenario writer, for tfca 
part of Julio in “The Four Horse­ 
men,” a role which started him on 
the road to fame.
